to ſervants. Sometimes when 
they deſire a thing that is very 
improper for them, you may de- 
ny it them at firſt, *till they cry, 
rage, and tear; then at laſt Jet 
them have it; this will teach 
them to be ſtubborn and perverſe, 
for they will always uſe the ſame 
means upon like occaſtons, and 
will never yield, becauſe they 
know they ſhall conquer if they 
will but perſiſt, Theſe are vices 

de- 
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delight to ſec in children, and 


the ſooner they are ingrafted the 
better; they are a good founda- 
tion whereon to build other vi- 
cious habits, 


When once your pretty dear 
boy has gained a conqueſt over 
you, his parents, he ſcorns to ſub- 
mit to the will of any other; if 
therefore any one about him af- 
fronts him, he throws Knives, 
forks, ſticks, or ſtones, or what - 
ever elſe is near him, to revenge 
himſelf. This temper in your 
child will be the ſource of much 
diſturbance and confuſion in your 
family as he grows up, and the 
fame temper will cauſe him to 
break the peace of towns, coun» 


tries, 
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tries, or kingdoms, according as 
his future ſtation in life {hall af- 
ford him opportunity. If he 
ſhould ever aſk you for what 1s 
not in your power to give him, 
you may endeavour to prevent 
his fret and fury, which you 
know will be the conſequence of 
a denial, by promiſing him all 
the good things you can think 
of, cake, biſcuit, ginger-bread, 
&c. If you ſhould ever reprove 
him for doing amiſs, (though 1 
don't defire you ever ſhould) don't 
tell him if he does ſo or ſo he 
will loſe your favour ; no, that 
will inſinuate to him, that pleaſ- 
ing you, and gaining your appro- 


| bation, ought to be one principal 


aim and reward of whatever he | 
does : 


” 
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does: Rather tell him, that if he 


diſpleaſes you by doing ſo ot ſo, 
you will take away his fine new 


hat or ribband, Cc. or that he 
ſhall not have the plumbs or tarts, 


which otherwiſe you intended to 
have given him: This will teach 
him to place his ultimate happi- 
neſs in fine cloaths, and gratify- 
ing his appetites. Inſtru&t him 
in the art of diſſimulation, equi- 
vocation, and lying; which may 
beſt bedone by your ſetting him an 
example yourſelves; alſo the 
nurſe or ſervant, who has the 
care of him, ought to put artful e · 


vaſions into his mouth whilſt 


young, If you hear him tell 
falſeſtories to his companions, you 
need only ſmile at bim, and ſay 

| to 
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to any ſtander-by, that He is aſharp 


child. If he happens by chance 


to break a china cup or ſaucer, 
and afterwards denies it, take not 
the leat notice of the he, but 
beat him ſeverely for the miſ- 
chance: This will baniſh from 
his breaſt whatſoever little re- 
mains of love and reverence he 
might have for you, and will e- 
ſtabliſh in its room a dread of 
you; 'twill alſo fix him fteady 
in the practice of lying, as he 
will conſider there comes no hurt 
by it, and it may ſome time or o- 
ther ſave him from ſuch another 
beating- bout. Be ſure you al- 
ways puniſh him whilſt in your 
paſſion; *twill throw him into a 
ſullen ſtubborneſs, which you 


know 
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know I delight in, and will alfo 
ſet him an example which he will 
be ſure to imitate, as far as his 
little circle of authority will per- 
mit him, whenever he has occa- 
ſion. You need not be very 
careful as to what companions 
he has ; give him but a vicious 
turn of mind, and I fear not but 
he will chuſe companions as bad 
or worſe than himſelf, who will 
greatly aſſiit me and you in ſet- 
tling evil habits in him. If his 
play-fellows teach him to uſe 
naughty words, as they are called, 
you need not take notice of it, 
but rather encourage him by 
ſpeaking of him in his hearing, as 
A fine forward boy of his age.

let him ſee that you are pleaſed 
he can divert himſelf that way, 
and tellhimthe principal end ofthe 
exiſtence of the brute creation is, 
that they may, whether living, 
dying, or dead, give pleaſure to 
mankind. This will teach him 
to be hard-hearted and cruel all his 
life; he will ſee with unconcern 


all the hardſhips which the brute 


animals undergo from their lord- 
ly maſters, and ſo gain a habit of 
being unmerciful himſelf to all 
of them which are in his power; 
likewiſe the many ſcenes of miſery 


which are common among the 
human 
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human ſpecies will not in th 
| leaſt affect him or move his com- * 
4 
| paſſion. I deteſt the practice of 2 


| ſome parents, who, in order to 
| create in their children a kind 
and merciful diſpoſition, ſend 


| their gifts to the poor by their 
| hands, making uſe of them in 
| moſt of their charitable benefac- 2 
| tions, whether at their door or 1 
| round their neighbourhood. Be | 


you juſt the reverſe. If the dif 
| treſſed beg bread at your door, 4 
| ſend your ſon to drive them a- 4 
| way; bid him tell them that if 
| they don't go away ſpeedily, 


| they ſhall have a horſe-whip up- 
| on their backs; you may inſinu- 
| ate to him that thoſe ſort of peo- | 


| | ple are the vermin of the earth, 
and 
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and would fain eat honeſt peo- 
ple's bread out of their mouths. 
You may teach him to be proud, 
by making compariſons between 
him and others, how much kner 
he is than maſter ſuch a one ; by 
learning him to deſpiſe all youths 
who are meaner dreſt than him- 
ſelf ; by promiſing him a reward 
of a fine new coat or waiſtcoat, Cc. 
if he will ſtand ſtill to be waſhed, 
have his hair combed, and upon 
other ſuch like occaſions. 


If you ſend him to ſchool, give 
the maſter a particular charge to 
uſe him gently ; not to correct 
him, though he ſhould neglect to 
learn his leſſon; thus will he ac- 
quire a habit of 1dleneſs and care- 

B leſs- 
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leſſneſs. If there ſhould be any 
complaints made to you of his 
being very perverſe, quarielſome, 
ill- natured, treating his ſchookfel- 
lows ill, play ing truant, and the 
like, you may reprove him, but 
be ſure it be very mildly, that fo 
he may imagine there is very lit- 
tle harm in what he has done. 
In ſhort, let the whole courſe of 
his education be ſuch as to leave 
Lim at liberty to follow the dic- 
tates of his perverted will, and to 


gratify his appetites without the 
leaſt reſtriction. ; 


But if, contrary to my deſire, 
your ſon ſhould ſhew an amiable 
diſpoſition and ſprightly genius, 
a deſire to pleaſe you and improve 

himſelf, 
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himſelf, do you do your endea- 
vour to ſpoil theſe his good quali- 
ties: Let him be ſent to a ſchool 
where he may ſpend three or 
four years by advancing by ſlow, 
formal ſteps through the Latin 
Grammar, Corderie, &c. which if 
it does nat ſuit his taſte will make 
him abhor it; and, when the hat- 
ed ſchool-time is over, he will be 
more eaſily induced, in order to 
divert himſelf, to join others- of 
the ſchool in their wildeſt flights, 
or moſt miſchievous excurſions: 
Let his maſter be ſuch a one as 
will, by his tyrannical ſeverity, 
break your ſon's ſpirit, and ſur 
his temper. Avoid ſending him 
to any of thoſe ſchools where his 


genius will be conſulted, and 
„ ſcope 
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ſcope given to it; where he will 
learn the rudiments of all the li- 
beral ſciences, ſuch as hiſtory, ge- 
ometry, geography, philoſophy, 
aſtronomy, navigation, &c. &c. 
which no doubt would be pleaſing 
to him, as they generally are to 
every youth; he would be apt to 
employ his leiſure time in im- 
proving himſelf in them, rather 
than, as I would have him, a- 
mongſt thoſe who would teach 
him bad words and wicked cour- 
ſes: I hate thoſe kind of ſchools ; 
eſpecially where che youths are 
taught piety towards God, and be- 
nevolence to all mankind ; where 
their manners are inſpected, and 


rules given them for ſuch a con- 


duct as ſhall gain eſteem ; where 
| they 
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they have an infight given them 
into mankind, and are warn'd a- 
gaintt thoſe things which have 
made others err ; where they are 
taught an eaſy deportment, a fine 
addreſs, freedom of thought, and 
an elegance in all their actions; 
where they are taught, that Pau- 
DENCE is the ſource ot happineſs 
in this life, and that VIXRrTrUE will 
lead them to happineſs hereafter ; 
in ſhort, where all thoſe qualifica- 
tions are taught them which con- 
ſtitute THE FINE GENTLEMAN | 
A character which I deteſt, as it 
1s, of all human ones, that which 
comes neareſt to the angelic 


tribe, 


And now a word to thoſe pa- 
rents who make a great deal to 
B 3 do 
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do about what is commonly cal- 
Jed religion, and have a form of 
godlinets, but to my great plea- 
ſure, are ignorant of its real na- 
ture, and enemies to the power 
thereof, You may teach your 
child to ſay his prayers, night and 
morning. as ſoon as he can ſpeak; 
nay, before he can ſpeak plainly, 
or torm any rational notions at 
all. — But take notice, I don't 
mean you ſhould learn him to 
pray. according to that ſenſe of 
the word which imports bleffing 
his maker and benefactor for all the 
mercies he enjeys, humbly petitioning 
him to ſupply all his wants, and re- 
ſigning himſelf entirely to hrs plea- 
ure: No, no, it will ſuſſice if you 
teach him only to run over a ſet 
form 
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form of words, as fait as he can ; 
that will be enough to make you 
ſit down ſatisfied that you have 
done your duty towards him; 
and will make him, when he 
grows up, think, either that there 
is nothing at all in religion, or, 
that bearing a mere outſide ſhew, 
and performing the ceremonies of 
it, will be ſufficient : Thus, Wy 
making him a young formaliit 
and hypocrite, I ihall draw him 
into my cluiches, from which 
he ſhall never after-ards eſcaps. 
When he is grown ap a little, 
make hin learn long chapters, 
plalins, and ſtories out of the bi— 
ble by heart, and chide, yea even 
chaſtiſe nin, if he is remiſs in do- 
ing it; that will nake him hate 

B 4 the 
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the bible ever after. It may be of 
ſome uſe to my intereſt in him if 
on Sundays you reid an hour or 
two on ſome dull religious book; 
it will ſoon tire and lay him to 
fleep; and he will jump for joy 
when it 1s over, and he is got out 
of your ſight, But mind that 
you read with a peculiar tone, 
different from what you uſe in 


converſation, or in reading com- 
mon books, it will make him think 
that a great deal of piety lies in 
that tone. It would not be a» 
miſs, if the parſon he hears on a 
a Sunday had a like tone alſo ; it 
will make ſuch an effect upon his 
ſpirits, that he will imagine him- 
ſelf vaſtly devout, when perhaps 
in reality he has been very much 

other. 
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otherwiſe. And now laſtly, be 
ſure ſet him an example of hypo- 
criſy, by letting him ſee, that how 
much ſoever you profeſs religion, 
it has not the leaſt influence up- 
on your actions; that it does not 
render you more conformable to 
God, or a more uleful member 
of ſociety than others. You 
need not doubt of all the aſſiſtance 
I can contribute, in the proſecu- 
tion of a deſign ſo agreeable to 
my inclination. 


In giving theſe latter direc- 
tions, I have ſuppoſed your child 
to be a ſon ; they need but little 
alteration, to do for a daughter: 
Their bodies being weak and ten- 
ger, I cannot indeed expect much 
| B 5 ſervice 
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ſervice by their activeneſs, but 
yet, if you take care to cultivate 
the mind well, they may be of 
vaſt benefit to me. Let envy, 
pride, and vanity (the predomi- 
nant vices of the female ſex) 
be implanted in your daughter's 
mind betimes. By an over ſoli- 
citude to have her perſon hand- 
ſome and fincly ſhap'd, particular- 
ly by pincing the waift with 
tight-lac'd ſtays, you may hurt 
her complexion, taint her breath, 
render her crooked, and conſe- 
quently peeviſh, ill-natur'd, and 
unhappy all her life after. Let 
dreſs be her chief employment 
and principal concern. If ſhe is 
beautiful, you muſt deck her up 

in 
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in all the finery you are able, and 
ſet her up merely to be admir'd; 


and encourage every, one who 


ſees her to call her pretty child, 


feet angel, princeſs, &c. they will 


be charm'd with her ſmiles, little 
thinking that her heart is fo full 
of gall and bitterneſs. She muſt 
be taught likewiſe to keep up 
with her mamma, and not to be 
familiar with the ſervants, leſt it 
make her have thoughts beneath 


her, and ſhe ſhould. thereby be 


thought to be free and affable ; 


quite contrary to my ſcheme of 
her education, which in that par- 
ticular muſt be to inſult and a- 


buſe her inferiors, andto Jook up- 
on them as neceſſary animals, 
who exiſt for no other purpoſe 
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but to obey her. You may ſend 
her to a boarding-ſchool ; moſt 
of them art nurſeries for me: 
There ſhe will learn a licentiouſ- 


neſs in thinking, ſpeaking, and 


acting; likewiſe pride and affec- 
tation. Buy her plenty of bau- 
bles, trinkets, and play- things, 
that ſo her whole time may be 
ſpent among them, and the may 
be kept from any nobler purſuits. 
It is a hateful practiſe of ſome pa- 
rents, who in order to make the 
education of their daughters what 
they call compleat, give them a 
taſte of polite literature, teaching 
them the firſt principles of the 
moſt uſeful ſciences; perſwading 
'em that a modeſt and becoming 


behaviour is pleaſing to every 
one; 
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one; in{tructiag them in the ſeve- 
ral branches of houſewifery that 
will be moſt uſeful to them in 
future life; rendering them as 
diſcreet in their conduct as their 
young heads will admit: This, 
I ſay, is the method of ſome pa- 
rents, who are not ſo ſubſervi- 
ent to meas | would have them: 
but do you act the reverſe, Lay 
no reſtraint upon the moſt un- 
bounded flights of wanton youth; 
ſuffer not your daughter to do a- 
ny work, forfear of ſpoiling the 
whiteneſs of her hands. Humour 
her in her deſire after fine cloaths, 
and (pare not any expence you 
are able to afford in dreſſing 
her out as fine as, or finer than, 
her ſuperiors; Thus you will 
make 
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make her an idol, and ſhe will, ac- 
cording to my defire, be a mere 
inſignificant in whatever future 
Ration ſhe is in, fit for nothing 
elſe but to flutter about, raiſe 
falſe ſtories, and ſpread about 
ſcandal. You may let her, as 


ſhe grows up, be ſent to the 
dancing-ſchool ; thoſe places are 


ſometimes of great ſervice to me, 
by corrupting the morals f 
young ladies who go there, I 
ſhall now leave them to the care 
of a demon, whoſe inſtructions 
vou will find contained in the 
laſt ſection.

> I theſe things, thou wilt be the

Whenever thou art engaged in 
play with thy companions, make 
uſe of all thy cunning in order to 
; cheat them; heſitate not to lay a- 
? ny 
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ny thing which may be for thy |? 
benefit, whether true or falſe, it 
matters not, ſo that themain end F 
is ſerved by it; let not oaths be 
wanting to eſtabliſh any one in _. 
firm belief of what thou ſayeſt; 
nor let the ſlighteſt offences paſs 
without hearty curſes upon the {| 
offender ; thus ſhalt thou be an 
accompliſhed reprobate : A cha- 
racter of great dignity in the pre- 
ſent age. If any one does thee a 
good office, let it be forgotten be- | 
fore the day 1s over, or repay it 
by ſome injury; but if it ever |? 
happens that thou doſt another 23 
kindneſs, though it may be mere- | 
ly for thy own intereſt or reputa- 
tion, never fail to upbraid hin FR? 
with 
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with it as often as thou findeſt 
occaſion. 


If a neighbour ſhould complain 
to thy father or maſter of ſome 
damage thou haſt done him, and 
thou art corrected for it, no doubt 
but it will raiſe thy reſentment to 
the higheſt pitch; never let thy 
mind reſt, but meditate day and 
night, *till thou haſt thought of 
ſome method of being fully re- 
venged on him; play him all the 
mean, miſchievous tricks, which 
ſpite and malice can invent.

If any neigh- 
bouring nobleman or gentleman 
has decorated his park or gardens, 
with ſtatues, butts, obeliſks, or 
temples, feize every opportunity 
to mutilate, or, ſome way, to im- 
pair them. If there be any thing 
exceedingly curious, highly priz- 
ed by the owner, and the admira- 
tion of ſpectators, be you the 
readier to marr it, that it may 
adminiſter no more harmleſs plea» 
ſure, and that he to whom it be- 

longs, 
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longs, may be provoked to rage 
and curſing, and to the hating of 
his own ſpecies. 


If thou liveſt in town, diſplay 
the marks of thy deſtructive tem- 
per on all the publick buildings 
and beauteous edifices that are in 
it ; breaking pieces off the corner- 
ſtones, throwing dirt againſt 
them, or any other way endea- 
vouring to blemiſh their beauty;

muſt paſs, even one night, with-

„rather to conceal than expoſe 
& his foibles; to be conſtant in 


e going to church on Sundays, 


* and not hearken to any who 


© may intice thee to go a plea- 


& ſuring on that day; never to 
&« wrong thy waſter in the mi- 
« nutcit affair, or of the ſmalleſt 
« value; in ſhort, to guard all 
ce thy words and actious, that thou 
© never do amiſs, and to fortify 
ce thylelf againſt the ſnares and 
« temptations which are laid to 


e entrap unwary youths.” As 
Ws 
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| the tendency of theſe maxims 1s 
5 directly oppoſite to my intereſts 
; and grand ſcheme, it muſt be my 
ende ivour to render them of no 
elfect, and to draw thee off to 


the practice of juſt their contra- 
ri es. 


Thou mayeſt hear what thy fa- 
ther ſays, but be ſure pay little 
regard to it. Flatter thylelf, 
that having lived a ſober life hi- 
therto, and been guilty of no 
grols fin, there is no great dan- 
ger of thy falling off now, and 

| that therefore his advice is need- 
leſs, I ſhall not perhaps at firſt 
lay many temptations in thy way, 
that ſo by lulling thee into an ima- 
# gined 
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gined ſecurity, I may draw thee 
imperceptibly iuto the firit eps of 
a looſe and diſorderly life. Some 
old acquaintance, or :ew acquire 
ed fiic,d, will call upon thee, 
and thou muſt aſk thy maſter to 
let thee {pend an hour with him; 
as he 18 a good-natured ſoul, thou 
can'ſt not part with him fo ſoon, 
*til! thou haſt doubled the time 
allowed, and thou may'ſt excuſe 
thyiclf to thy maſter, by ſaying, 
he was a very particular. friend 
and was very urgent for thee to 
ſizy. lhe next time he calls, it 
may be perhaps when thy mal- 
ter is not within ; he deſires thee

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pleaſures of life. He will aſſiſt 
thee in making choice of ſome 
other companions ſuch as him- 
ſelf, all of them diſciples of mine, 
looſe, vain, and lewd young fcl- 
lows ; with theſe thou ſhalt ſpend 
an evening now and then merri- 
ly, and innocently, as thou ſhalt 
call it, but VN take care it ſhall 
not be long ſo, for ſometimes in 
the height of their jollity they 
will exceed the bounds of ſobri- 
_ ety, and as thou wilt not be a 
hearty companion without thou 
doeſt ſo too, thou ſhalt ſhortly 
become as profligateas apy. They 
will ſometimes. lead thee into a 
lewd houſe, pretending that they 
only did it out of a frolick, but 
they will repeat their viſits, till 


thou 
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thou haſt by their banters, and 


by the fond careſſes of thoſe in- 
fernal creatures who live there, 


loſt thy innocence, and become a 


lover of thoſe kinds of pleaſure. 
There is ſo eaſy a tranſition from 
dyunkenneſs to profaneneſs, cur- 


ſing, and ſwearing, that if thy 


companions draw thee in to be 
guilty of the former, it will not 
be long before thou learneſt the 
latter: For if thou art in a paſ- 
lion, how is it poſſible for thee to 
ſhew the exceſs of it without im- 
precations and curſes upon the 
cauſe z or, how can'ſt thou think 
to be believed in any thing thou 
{ſiyeſt (eſpecially if it be ſomething 
ſtrange and extraordinary) with- 
out backing it with an oath ; be- 
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ſides, it is ſo genteel, and ſo much 
in taſte, to rap out an oath now 
and then, ard add ſuch a grace 
to converſation, that why ſhould'ſt 
not thou do it as well as the reſt 
of thy acquaintaiice: But what 
charms thee moſt is, that it is fo 
manly! O thou lovett to be thought 
a man! And that deſire makes 
thee imitate every thing thou 
ſeeſt in thy grown-up companions; 
that is wicked I mean. Thou 
muſt join them when they make 
parties of pleaſure on Sundays; 
for if thou art kept to thy buſi- 
neſs all the week, ſure thgqu may- 
eſt have that day to thyſelf ? 
Thus wilt thou, by neglecting 
going to church, and reading tlie 
bible, loſe the very means of re- 

pen- 
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pentance, and I ſhall have thee 


more ſecure. As thy expence 
will run high, if thou followeſt 
the above-mentioned courſe, ra— 
ther above what thy pocket will 
be able to bear, thou mutt con- 
trive ſome method of procuring 
money to ſupply thy extrava- 
gance: - What can it be? Way, 
by ſecreting ſome of thy maſter's 
money, or -goods, which thou 
mayeſt turn to money : Yes, 
—it muſt be ſo,—that is the on- 
ly way of ſupplying thy preſſing 
occaſions; (I will take care to 
keep thee from thinking of re— 
forming, and retrenching thy ex- 
pences:) Beſides thou mayeſt 
form to thyſelf a fine cobweb ex- 


cuſe for acting thus, if ever thy

_ revel, game, and drink till it is

Let me leave thee for a 
moment to ſolace myſelf with 
this thought. O how ſhall 1 
© rejoice to ſee this youth and o- 
© ther ſuch youths thus running

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* ſouls for a few years (or per- 
© haps but a few months) pleaſure! 
© ] even admire my own diaboli- 
cal art, in that I can ſo eafily 
© intice mortals to the practice of 
that which is ſo directly contra- 
© ry to their true intereſt and hap- 
« pineſs, and ſo evidently, that 
they need only open their eyes 
to ſce it. I exuit in this my 
© infernal cunning, and glory that

to thee, my child. Thou

Let all thy 
baſe actions be fgreened under a 
ſhew of the greateit integrity and 
fiirncls, and that will give thee 
2 greater {cope for practiſing thy 
villanies. Smile in the face of 
thoſe whom thou art going to o- 
ver-reach in a bargain, Proteſs 
the greateſt triendifip for a perſon, 
but at the ſame time cheat hin out 
of all he his, if thou can't. Wnat 
commodities thou haſt in com- 
mon with others of thy trade, fell 
much cheaper than they, but ex- 
at an exorbitant price for what 
thou haſt entirely in thy own 
hands, If thou employeſt work- 
men under thee, beat down their 
Wages 
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wages ſo low that they can ſcarce- 
| ly live. Be at continual variance 
with all who are of the ſame bu- 
ſineſs with thyſclf; let it grate 
thy very ſoul to ſce any of them, 
by an honourable and fair prac- 
tice, gain a larger extent of trade 
than thon; do them all the ill 
offices which lie in thy power;

Revenge 1magined 
injuries with implacableneſs; and 
if other methods ful, you may 
ſet fire to their houfes, deſtroy 
their goods, or watch for their 
lives, If ye do theſe things, your 
wickedneſs will be compleat. 
(theſe deeds are often the effects 
of habits and inclinations implant- 
ed in children whilſt young, and 
ſuch will univerſally be the caſe, 
could I but perſuade all parents 
to follow the directions I have 


given in the firſt ſection.) Fear 
not, 
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not, my dear children, but that 1 
ſhall uſe the utmoſt of my power 


againſt the omnipotence of my 


grand adverſary, to protect you 


from what he ſays ſhall be your 
puniſhiment in a future ſtate : E- 


ven Horror, black DESTAIR, 
fierce racking Pains, Wot unut- 
terable, and TzRRoKs ſtill to come.

in all he ſays; upricht and ho- 
neſt 1n all his dealings; punctual 
to all his promiſes ; ſcrupulouſly 
exactin giving every one his due : 
So noble, ſo diſintereſted is he in 
all he does, that he attracts the e- 
ſteem and admiration of every 
body : Bo exalted are his views, 
ſo elevated his ſoul, that he teſtes 
of heaven while on earth; and 
when his laſt hour comes, he 
{miles at death, and joyfully meets 
his crown of reward. Such 
an inſtance this! *Twould make 
even me, BELZERUB, envy him, 
were I not PxinceE among my 
own.

1 I hate that honeſt 
heart of thine; Thy intentions 
are too good, ever to merit the 
title of being my ſervant. How 
ſhonld I rejoice, could | but per- 
ſuade Thee to eſpouſe my intereſt; 
then would I ſpread a torrent of 
wickedneſs and diſſoluteneſs of 
manners thro” the nation; and ſo 
general ſhould it be, that ſcarce a 
ſingle perſon ſhould be free from 
the infection : However, thanks 
to my indefatigable induſtry, I 
E 3 
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have brought the preſent age to a 
greater pitch of luxury, prophane- 
nefs, indolence, and immorality, 
than any of the foregoing ones. 
Were I able to gain Thee over, my 
triumph would be compleat ; but 
alas! with my utmoſt endeavours 
I can't gain my end.

lives to promote thy glory, In- 
poſe grievous taxes upon the na- 
tios, in order to defray thy ex- 
pences; and if thy parliament de- 
ny thee ſufficient ſupplies, diſſolve 
it, and raiſe them thyſelf, and 
force the payment by the help of 
thy armies: regard no complaints, 
but perſiſt in having thy abſolute 
will obey'd-— — Thus act, till no- 
thing but murmurings, quarr-ls, 
conſpiracies and inſurrectious be 
heard of; then {hall this nation 


by 
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by its pride, luxury, diſcontents, 
and inward broils, become an ea- 
iy prey to a foreign enemy: An 
enemy, who has long been wait 
ing for its deſtruction! who ſhall 
| come and ſpread deſolation thro? 
the whole land, and thou ſhalt fall 
| in the general cataſtrophe. Then 


ſhall my throne be firmly eſta- 
bliſh'd.

oF Is you who. fit at the helm 
Ch of affairs, and ſtecr the na- 
tion; therefore it will be of vaſt 
advantage to me if you will con- 
| cur 
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cur with me in my grand deſign. 
Let me adviſe you to wreit the 
ſceptre out of the hands of your 
ſovereign, leaving him only the 


crown, Let none have the king's 


ear but thoſe of your party, and 
who are at your devotiva : By 
which means you will prevent 
him from Knowing any of thoſe 
deſtructive meaſures I wouid live 
you purſue, Let none be your 
oppoſers, if bribes will bring them 
over: And who is there that will 
not be moved with glittering 
gold, or a lucrative polt ? Theſe 
methods may indeed be very ex- 
penſive, but you may reimburſe 
yourſelves out of the publick reve- 
nue: For have you not laid it 
out in national affairs? Encou- 

rage 
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rage idleneſs, debauchery, and vo- 
luptuouſneſs in the people, re- 
ſtaining them from none of their 
exceſſes, to the end, that being 
immerſed in their pleaſures, they 
may be regardleſs of the ruin you 
are bringing upon them: For, 
whilſt ſome are eager]y purſuing 
every new delight, and others in- 
dolently paſſing their time away 
in eaſe, you may imperceptibly 
deprive them of their hberties, 
and bring them into the moſt ab- 
ject ſlavery. Diſplace thoſe ma- 
giltrates who have render'd theme 
ſelves obne x10us to you,” by too 
great a vigilance in their reſpec- 
tive offices to ſuppreſs vice Let 
it excite your envy to ſee mer- 
chants almoſt vying with you in 

: wealth: 
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wealth: make it your determined 
reſolution to humble them by 
ſpailing their commerce; detain 
fleets; deny convoys ; let igno— 
rant and fſelfilh men be put into 
the goverament of provinces a- 
broad z and take every other me- 
thod to diſtreſs them. Always 


conceivs an antipathy to men of 


worth, learning, and integrity ; 
let none of them come near you, 
nor occupy any poſts of honour 
or profit, for they may perhaps 
find an opportunity of deteCtiag 
you, and laying open all your 
ſchemes of villany. Carry a plau- 
ible outſide ſhew of a dilintereſt- 
ed love of your country; make 
long harangues in the ſenate con- 


cerning the intereſt and welfare 
of 
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of the nation, the encouragement 
of trade, erecting manufactures, 
diſtributing Juſtice, &c. and ſeem 
as though your whole ſouls were 
intent upon promoting the felici- 
ty of your fellow-ſubjects : al- 
though theſe may be your fallaci- 
ous pretences, yet let your practice 
be juſt the contrary. Rob with 
a large hand from the public 
ſtore; impeach noblemen and 
gentlemen of high-treaſon, and 
get their eſtates forfeited to the 
crown, that fo you may reap the 
profits of them; by your1ntrigucs 
abroad ſet kingdoms at variance, 
and irritate princes againſt one 
another; venture-even to threa- 
ten your own ſovereign, to ſhake 
his throne if be ſhould ever re— 

| lent. 
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ſent any of your proceedings, 
or offer to diſplace you. Pro— 
mote luxury, indolence, and in— 
temperance, through all ranks, 
by introducing thoſe cuſtoms and 
manners of foreign nations which 
have a tenJency that way; 1m- 
port fingers, dancers, mulicians, 
&c, encourage the people to imi- 
tate neighbouring kingdoms in 
their maſquerades, entertain= 
ments, modes of dreſs, &c. Thus, 
when you have brought them in- 
to a lethargic ſtate, you may ea- 
lily deprive them of their privi- 
leges, rights and properties, and 
every thing that is molt dear to 
them, and enrich yourſelves with 
the ſpoils. In this manner you 
may go 02, undermining the 

| ſtate, 
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ſtate, *till ſome others, as ambi- 
tious as yourſelves, ſhall under- 
mine you in order to gain your 
height; and ſhall tumble you 
down into low obſcurity ; where, 
for your entertainment, you will 
have the pleaſing refle&ion upon 
your paſt glory, and the delight- 
ful proſpet which lies before 


you of the hatred and curſes of 


the whole nation, eſpecially of 
thoſe who by your admwiniſtrati- 
on have been brought to the 
brink of deſtruction; and to 
crown the whole, ye thall have 
the heart-chearing hopes of the 
munificent rewards which ſhall 
be heaped upon you when you 
enter my regions.

23 examples in theſe things; 1 
lay, were you ALL to do thus, 
my kingdom would ſoon come 
to an end: But, thanks to my 
profound ſagacity, there are few 
ſuch now to be found. Some of 


ye I have inſpired with ambition, 


eagerly ſtriving after deaneries, 
biſhopricks, and archbiſhopricks, 
for honour's ſake: Others, in 
whom I have implanted a deſire 
of heaping up money, they add 
living to living and Benekice to 
benefice, and like the inſatiable 
horſe-leach, are continually cry- 
ing give. Thoſe of ye whoſe un— 
happy fortune it is to be deprived 
of all hopes of preferment, you 
naturally look around for ſome- 
what wherewith to ſolace your- 

ſelves 
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ſelves in your low condition; it 
is before you that 1 lay the al- 
lurements of the bottle and glaſs, 
a pretty girl, good eating, &c. 
As for young beginners, it is well 
known to every one, that through 
the abundant care I take of them 
when at ſchool, at the Univerſity, 
or at the academies, nineteen out 
of every twenty are either ac- 
compliſh'd rakes, pedantic fools, 
or ſtupid blockheads. O how 
doth it rejoice me, to fee ſuch a 
hopeful generation of youths 
ſpringing up, who are to be the 
inſtructors of mankind ! Yes, in- 
ſtructors I intend to make them, 
but it ſhall be to ſhew people the 
broad way to my manſions, and 
to be their leaders in it, I may 

hope 
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hope for a plentiful harveſt, 
when the perſons (et apart to 
teach men their duty, and guide 
them in the paths of truth and 
virtue, revolt to me, and puſh 
my interelts with more vigour 
than any of the oppoſite parcy do 
theirs, See, ſce the wonderful 
effects of my matchleis cuaniag ! 
How irreſiſtible my power, when 
Ll exert the whole force of it to- 
wards the inſnaring of human 
beings! What numberleſs num— 
bers of mortals ſtand ready to 
cxecute my imperial commands ! 
And, when I give a ſtretch to 
my abilities, I make thouſands, 
yea ten thouſands immediately 
pay their devoirs at my feet ! 


Yet ftill is my breaſt tormented, 
F to 
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to think that there are many of 
your order, who are not to be 
perverted by all the devices I can 
practiſe againſt them; but, like 
a firm rock, which ſtands unfſha- 
ken amidſt the ruſhing elements, 
do reſt ſecure from, and break 
the force of my moſt violent at- 
tacks: And, pot content with 
that, they invade my territories, 
looſing the chains of my captives, 
and ſetting at liberty thoſe whom 
] had bound down and conſigu— 
ed to everlaſting miſery, Wich 
rage am I ſeized, (but alas, it is 
impotent rage) when I ſee them 
rouſing ſinners out of their le- 
thargic ſtate, ſhewing them tie 
danger that lies before them, and 


their remedileſs condition, it they 
90 
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go on in their preſent courſe; 
diſplaying to them the beauties 
of a virtuous life, the ſerenity of 
mind that attends it, and the in- 
expreſſible joy and felicity which 
will be the reward of it in the o- 
ther world. But that I may 
make you all ſerviceable to me 
for the future, I will give you 
2 few inſtructions for your be- 
haviour. 


You gentlemen of the reve- 
rend order, who have, through 
good luck, been raiſed to arch- 
biſhopricks, biſhopricks, &c. you 
may ſet your hearts at eaſe, look 
big, and bowl along in your 
coaches: Your dioceſes zre rich 
paſtures, which afford you a plen- 
F 2 tiful 
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tiful maintenance; but let your 
flocks ſtarve, both ſoul-and bo- 
dy, rather than fiir one finger to 
help them. You may keep gor- 
geous cquipages, numerous at- 
tendants, and live in fine pala- 
ces; may ſtrut about, treat all 
inferior clergy, as well as laity, 
with ſcorn : how improper would 
it be for ſuch dignified ſavers of 
ſouls as ye are, to be ſeen in 
converſation with common men, 
or. petty parſons. It is beneath 
you to condeſcend to inſtruct the 
poor and ignorant in their way 
to heaven; rather leave them to 
the devices of their own hearts, 
and to my devouring jaws, than 
thus to demean your high oflice, 
As ye are men of ſome umpor- 

tance 
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tance in the goverament, I would 
have you to inter neddle more 
with ſtate affairs than about any 
prieftly concern for the ſheep thut 
are under your care; for having 
received your honours from tue 
prime miniſter, or through his 
intereſt, you can do no lets thin” 
join with him in all his ſchemes, 
and ſupport him with your ut- 
moſt vigour. It is a great hard- 
ſhip that you are obliged to go 
once in a few years ail over your 
dioceſes, confirming youths: But 
you need not be over-much con- 
cerned; you are entertained 
well, and as for the labour, you. 
may hurry it over as faſt as poſ- 
ſible, placing both hands at once 
upon the heads of as many chil- 

4 dren 
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1 
dren as you can make them 


touch, and ſome effluvia may 
perhaps fly from the ends of your 
fingers, to others who are neareſt : 
Before you diſmiſs a parcel, you 
may mutter over ſome words, 
but in ſuch a manner, as to be 
unintelligible to all but your- 
ſelves; the young ones, when 
they have got away, ſhall, 
through my inſtigation, laugh to- 
gether at the myſterious ceremo- 
ny they have undergone ; or ſu- 
perſtitioully bleſs themſelves up- 
on this happy occaſion. At your 
approach to any place, I ſhall take 
care to inſpire all parents round 
about with an enthuſiaſtic notion, 
that now is the joyful time, 
when their infants are to be en- 

dued 
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dued with all fpiritual graces by 
your moſt holy touch; looking 
upon you as an angel come down 
from heaven, to ſanctify the 
wicked, and to eſtabliſh thouſe 
that are good; and they will 
reſt ſatished, without troubling 
themſelves about the future con- 
duct of their children, imagining, 
that in ſending them to be confirmed 
by the biſhop they have done for 
them all that is in their power, or 
all that is required of them. The 
youths themſelves ſhall, for the 
future, give leſs heed to their 
actions, as I will make them 
think confirmation takes off the 
heinouſneſs of every crime they 
ſhall commit. But for thoſe pa- 
rents who think more freely than 
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the common people, upon them 
I will endeavour to make it have 
a different effect, they ſeeing 
their great and leading men in 
the church laying much ſtreſs on 
a ceremony, which, as it is uſu- 
ally performed, they know can 
be of ſervice to none, and only 
impoſeth upon weak and igro- 
rant people; it will make them 
think that the whole of religion is 
a mere farce, and empty ſhow, 
There are ſome of you, though 
but few, and thoſe I hate for it, 
who, when they are in their pro- 
orefs, encourage youths to come 
to them at the place where they 
then refide, inſtructing them in 
the principles of the chriſtian re- 
gion, inlightning their minds, 
rectifying. 
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rectify ing their notions of things, 
explaining what is difficult to bz 
underſtood in religion by young- 
er perſons, reſolving their doubts, 
laying down rules for their be- 
haviour, by which they may gain 
the love of all around them, and 
the approbation of the divine Be- 
ing, and encourage them to the 
practice thereof; adding withal, 
that they ſhall tike notice of their 
future conduct, and ſhall take 
them into favour if they do well, 
but {hall quite diſregard them if 
they do ill: Such of you who do 
thus, I declare them my bitter e- 
nemies, and ſhall let no opportu- 
nity eſcape of being revenged 
on them. When you ordain 
prieſts or deacons, pay no regard 
F 5 to 
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to the moral character of the per- 
ſons, but admit into holy orders 
any 'wbo can but anſwer ſome 
ſet queſtions which you may 
aſk them: But I had rather you 
would make a lucrative affair of 
it. 


Be inſolent and haughty, af- 
fecting a ſuperiority over every 
body; entertain an utter averſi- 
on to all who differ from you in 
points of religion; but you muſt 
hate, perſecute, torment, yea even 
deſtroy, if it be in your power, 
all thole who differ from you 
in the outward form of worſhip. 
Chriſtianity (O I abhor the name!) 
in its firſt purity, as it was inſti— 
tuted by its founder, and pro- 

pagated 
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pagated by his im nediate follow- 
ers, made ſuch havock in my 
kingdom, reſcuing my ſubjects 
out of my hands, bringing them 
out of that darkneſs with which 
I had over ſpread the world, into 
the light which was diffuſed a- 
round by the goſpcl, and ravag- 
ing all my dominions, that it exaſ- 
p<rated me to the higheſt degree: 
I planted all my batteries agaiuſt 
it, enployed all my cunning, and 
practiſed every art in order to o- 
verthrow it: In ſone m aſute I 
ſucceeded; 1 did, by degrees, 
with the help of my nu nerous 
agents, introduce among the cler- 
gy. pride and vanity,alov? of pow» 
er d riches; amongſt the laity I 
diffufcd ignorance and ſuperſti- 

F.6 tion; 
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tion; I taught them, by means of 
their paſtors, to worſhip images, 
relicts of ſaints, and every thing 
elſe but the true object of their 
worſhip: I ſet up a man to be 
head over them, and conſtituted 
him my vicegerent, and made the 
people imagine him to be infalli- 
ble; and fo diligently did I pro- 
mote an outfide pompous ſhew of 
religion, and the ſtrict obſervance 
of numerous rites and ceremo- 
nies, that there was ſcarce any 
thing of the ſubſtance left. 
Though I did all that was in my 
power, I could not prevent the 
reformation, which took place 
both in theſe kingdoms and in 
others, when many of the foole- 
lies which I had brought into 

practice 
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practice were laid afide; I raiſed 
up ſevere perſecutions againſt the 
reformers, but ſtill that did not 
prevent the progreſs of the re- 
formation, and 1 was forced to 
loſe a part of wy empire: The 
utmoſt that I could do in my own 
cauſe was to make them retain 
feveral of the corruptions which 
prevailed in the Romiſh church. 
And now, my dear friends, you 
know how deſirous I am of keep- 
ing the little footing I have in 
your church. I am terrified at 
the late attempts made towards 
a reform in it. My rcquelt 1s, 
that if you have any regard for 
me, you will admit of no amend- 
mcat. Cling fait to the preſent 
conſtitution of the church, and 
ſuffer 
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ſuffer no innovations to be made 
in it. Rail at and abuſe all who 
are endeavouring to purge it of 
its impurities. Let me rouze you 
ivto a true bigotted zeal tor all 
the rights and cuſtoms of the 
church. If the civil power b- at 
your command (and you mult uſe 
your utmolt endeavours to have 
it ) ſer:d fire and ſword among 
all thoſe who ſhall make the leaft 
oppolition to the Manner in 
wiich you order worihip to be 
performed, afiert your autho- 
Tity, M aintain with courage the 
right I nave conveyed to you of 
ſuffering none to go to heaven 
b t in the very track you mark 
out for them. Burn alive all 
who thall deny the doctrine of the 


Trinity 
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Trinity as contained in the At ha- 
naſian creed. Extirpate from the 
earth thoſe who ſhall refuſe to 
knech at the ſacrament, Excom- 
municate any who ſhall be ſo pre- 


ſumptuous as to come into the 


church without putting his hat 
before his face, Perſecute and 
torture all who will not buw at 
the name of Jeſus, or turn to- 
wards the caſt, or who any way 
dill-cnt from the eſtabliſhed rules 
wich you, in your ſuperlative 
witdom, have preſcribed. Though 
I am difſatisficd at the little ar- 
dour you thew ein theſe aff urs, 
yet Il am well pleaſed with your 
winking at and taking no notice 
of the profaneneſs and immorali— 
ties which have crept in amougſt 

all 
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all parties; people being thereby 
encouraged to go on in their 
wickedneſs by your forbearing to 
reprove them: And you of the 
inſerior clergy, do you imitate 
your ſuperiors in this, making 
ſlight of all offences committed a- 
gainſt the deity, and breach of 
his commands; but pronounce 
anathemas upon any who ſhall 
break through the in poſed rules 
and canons of the church. 


You, Reverend Gentlemen, 
who by intereſt have precured 
for yourſelves benefices and liv- 
ings in abundance, it is not pro- 
per that you ſhould ſubject your- 
ſelves to the toil of preaching at 


any of the places you hold: It is 
| my 
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my will that you provide your- 
ſelves with fome poor mean per- 
ſons to be your curates, Who will 
be glad of any thing for a main- 
tenance; or, if ſome one of more 
worth and better abilities, through 
lack of friends to ſolicit his ad- 
vancement, ſhould ſeek to ſerve 
you, pay no reſpect to his meris, 
but ſcrew down his income ſo low, 
as ſcarce to fupply his neceſſities. 


And now a word to this lat 
claſs of the clergy, Ye are in a 
bard ſituation, and a hard one I 
would have it to be; it will damp 
any ſprightly genius that may bz 
ſpringing up; and your neceſſi- 
tous circunſtances will prevent 
you from furniſhing yourſelves 

with 
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with the means of improvement, 

If any gentleman of your congre— 
_ gation ſhould be pleaſed with you, 
and make you welcome at his 
houſe, he may, perhaps, be a wick- 
ed man, and then you muſt be 
careful never to reprove him, nor 
even topreach againſt thoſe crimes 
of which he is guilty ; elſe I ſhall 
ſtir him up to forbid you his 
houſe, and not only ſo, but alſo 
to get you turned out of your 


curacy; but if he be a good en an, 


yet he may have his peculiarities. 
which if you do not fall in with, 
the conſequences will be the ſame 


as in the former caſe : Thus will 
triumph over your virtue and 
integrity; for though you know 


your duty, yet will I make you ſa- 


crifice. 


cr 
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crifice every honeſt principle in 
order to gain a ſcanty ſupport, 


You who happen to be put in- 
toa country vicarage by a noble- 
man, knight, or *ſquire, in whoſe 
gift it is, you I ordain to be the 
dupes of your patrons. Perhaps 
you are his chaplain; then if he 
be a merry jovial perſon, you 
muſt be the ſport - maker for him 
and his companions, and be the 


butt of all their jokes and witty 


| ſayings; nor ſhall you dare to 
obje& againſt any of his follies, 
under penalty of incurring his and 
my diſpleaſure ; you muſt fawn 
upon him, praiſe his faults, and 
admire his failings, It you are 
careful to do thus, and be hearty. 

in 
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in my cauſe, it will have the cf— 
fect | defire upon the whole pa- 
riſh ; baniſhing from their minds 
all love of virtue ; deſtroying e- 
very principle of honeſty, gene- 
roſity, benevolence and charity; 
and cauſing an univetſ:] degene- 
racy to ſpread itſeif every where, 
to my glory and ſatisfaction, and 
to the great increaſe of my fami- 
ly. But if you ſhould have the 
misfortune to be ſtrip'd of your 
living, or turn'd out of your cu- 
racy, and you find there is no- 
thing to be done by your divini- 
ty, you may imitate the example 
of one of the cloth, who now ex- 
hibits lectures of buffoonery on a 
Sunday evening, near 12 3— 1478 
ion: A wretch whoſe merits 

would

would not procure him a living 
in the ſervice of his God; l there- 
fore prompted him to tura his ta- 
lents to the ſupporting of my king-

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O ye ſons of Levz, let a gene-

would the plague, and as perſons 
whom I utterly hate, thole of 
your brethren whoſe whole con- 
ceru it is to be as ſerviceable as 
they can to mankind, both in 
their public capacity, and in pri- 
vate life; and purticularly ſee 
that you act directly contrary to 
the character of the man whom 
ye will know by the delcriptiou I 
here give of him.——His grace- 


ful and devout behaviour, whlilſt 


he is performing divine worſhip, 
ſtrikes all that are preſent with a 
proper awe: He reads the pray- 
ers with a deliberation and fcrven- 
cy becoming creatures addr: fling 
their Creator; and ſo great an ef- 
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fect has it upon the congregation, 
as to cauſe them to join heart and 
mind: His ſermons are fitly cal— 
culated to point out to ſinners 
the fatal conſequences of vicious 
courſes, to inſtruct the ignorant 
in their way to eternal life, and 
fuil of motives to biaſs the waver- 
ing to the choice of ſubſtantial 
good: His well choſen expr:li- 
ons fink deep into the minds of 
the audience; and he delivers 
them with a majeſtic {weetneſs 
which prejudices the hearers 
in favour of whatever he ſhall 
ſay, and inclines them to comply 
with what he ſhall dictate to them; 
this joined to an energy becoming 
truth, and ſtrong inconteſtable ar- 
guments, ſtrikes home to the con- 

ſciences 
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feiences of ſinners, and convinces 
thoſe who before were unbelie- 
vers. He is a phylician not on- 
ly to the fouls, but to the bodics 
of thoſe poor about him who can't 
afford to procure a regular one. 
He often fits like a magiltrate, and 
the whole neighbourhood round 
bring their differences before him, 
and he decides them with the 
greateſt equity, and generally to 
the ſatisfaction of both parties; 
making the offenders aſhamed of 
what they have done amiſs. By 
his good offices he ſpreads peace 
throughout the pariſh, reconcil— 
ing enemies, and uniting all in 


one general friendſhip. His heart 


bounds with joy when he has an 
opportunity of ſaving a family 
G 2 from 
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from ruin, by lending them mo- 
ney, intereſt free, and aſſiſting 
them to follow their buſineſſes 
with credit. Prudence alone 
ſets limits to his charitable and 
bene ficent temper. His chears 
fulneſs and affable behaviour 
make him a welcome gueſt 
wherever he goes, being re- 
ſpected and beloved by all who 
know bim; even the moſt bluſ- 
tering repiobate ſhrinks back 
into himſcif, and is overawed 
when in his preſence: Malice 
it{clf firds no room for defa— 
mation in him. Theſe are the 
lines of that hateful character, 
the oppoſites of wi.ich 1 would 
have you purtue. 

Let 
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Let me now give a few direc- 
tions to the clergy of thoſe par- 
ties who diſſent trom the eſtablich- 
ed church. Do ye inſinuate each

1: is by theſe 
methods, that, to my great joy, 
the nation his, and will Quill 
ſplit into fects of various deno- 
minations; I take care to foment 
differences between them, and 
make them quarrel am »ng the u- 
ſelves. The church thall excliin 
againſt all who do not juin in ner 
communion, calling them here- 
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tics, and enemies to true catho- 
lic religion, and therefore ene— 
mies to Chriſt the head of the 
church. The Preſbyterians ſhall 
rail at all church-authority and 
government; againſt archbi- 
ſhops, biſhops, deans, prebends, 
Sc. declaring it to be contrary 
to the deſign of Chriſt and his 
apoſtles, and whoever joins with 
them are out of their road to e- 
ternal life. The Baptiſts ſhall 
pronounce all loſt, who, reg ard- 
leſs of ſo important a point of the 
chriſtian religion, neglect to be 
baptiſed when they come to ma- 


ture growth. The 2uakers ſhall 
bar up the road to heaven againſt 
all who do not wear a {louched 


hat, or that have not been affect- 
ed 
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ed with the workings of the ſpi- 
rit. The Trintarians, z:alous 
for their cauſe, (hail not allow 
thoſe to be chriſtians who deny 
the godhead of Feſus Chri/t, and 
ſhall a judge them to eveiliſting 
puniſhment who hold ſo damua— 
ble a doctrine: Their antagoniſts, 
animated with no leſs a zeal, 
ſhall affirm, that no place amongſt 
the bleſſæd will be ipired-to thoſe 
who are ſo pieſumptudus to 
think that Curiſt is equal to the 
Father. The Methods Hul ex- 
clude all from the manſions of 
bliſs, who do not firnly believe, 
that the blood of Chriſt alone 1s 
ſufficient to waſh away all their 
fins, and make then holy; and 
declare thole to be in an unre- 

G 6 generate 
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generate ſtate who ſct any value 
upon good works, Thus whilſt 
all parties are fi-rcely contending 
about words and faiths, I will 
bear away from them all that is 
ſubſtantial in religion, or that is 
praiſe- worthy in Chriſtianity, and 
leave them nothing but the ſha- 
dow to ſtrive about, 


Ye leaders and founders of the 
laſt- mentioned ſect, ye need not 
be fearful of me: I am not of- 
fended at you, nor ſhall be, fo 
long as your zeal exceeds the 
bounds of moderation, or ſo long 
as it partakes of enthuſiaſm : I will 
allow you to ſtrike the p.fhons 
of thoſe you preach to, but take 


care that you do not addreſs your- 
{elves 
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ſelves to their underſtandings, 
nor rectify thei: juilg nents, nor 
purify their ﬀ:ctions: Be care- 
ful that your voices are well no- 
deiled; let them be nervous, 1 ai- 
ſing them by degrees, as you ſee 
the people affected; let your 
ſermons be full of raptures and 
numberleſs 0's! let Chrit / and
